ESTABLISHING PERMANENCY

In addition to the support of an Oregon
Department of Human Services caseworker,
unaccompanied minors are represented by a
dependency attorney and typically by an
immigration attorney who works with them to
establish permanent residency in the U.S.

WHAT DOES A RESOURCE PARENT/FAMILY DO?

As a resource parent for an unaccompanied minor, you will
work with teenagers and young adults who are driven,
independent and look forward to building a future in which
they can be successful and support themselves and their loved
ones. You will help them settle in their community and work
with their caseworker and community programs to help them
gain the skills to become independent. There is a special need
for resource families who can speak the language of
unaccompanied minors in their care, and share an

understanding of their culture. ' l ﬁ
